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‘ADDRESS OF THE REV. RICHARD S. STORRS, D.D., LL.D. 


Mr. President :—I am glad to be here, sir, to express, 
(on behaif of the American Board of Commissioners 
‘for Foreign Missions, its congratulations on the con- 
‘tinuance and prospe:ity and the Christian power of 
this institution, with its thanks as well for the constant 
sand valuable, or invaluable, assistance which has been 
‘rendered by this Society to the American Board in all 
‘its large missionary work. 

We in the American Board are six years older than 
‘you are in the American Bible Society; but from the 
‘beginning of this institution, at that time to which 
‘Mr. Wickham’s letter has so touchingly referred, the 
sassistance rendered to the Board py it has been uni- 
form and extensive, and very important. 

I think it was Dr. David Abeel, who was a minister of 
ithe Reformed Church but who was commissioned as a 
mmissionary under the American Board, who said, forty 
‘years ago and more, that wherever he went, in China 
yor in Java, in Siam or anywhere else on heathen 
"ground, he met always one missionary who was nei- 
ither a Presb) terian nor a Congregationalist nor of the 
{Reformed Church nor a Methodist nor an Episcopa- 
lian, but who combined the excellencies of all; who 
ywas always ready to speak, and to speak for God, 
who was never doubtful in the utterance of truth; who 
was never offensive but always ready to be silent if 
those around preferred, but who was always ready to 
speak for the divine Master and for the heavenly 
‘kingdom ; in which missionary he had had more satis- 
faction, on the whole, than in any and all the others he 
had met; and that one missionary was the Bible! 
Well, it was true then, as it is true now, that the 
ble and the man must, after all, go together. The 
aan must be th-re, to reduce to written form the un- 
ritten language, or to put the Scripture into the 
orms of a language previously written but which 
ore has never been opened to receive the treasures 
e Bible. He must be there to interpret the Scrip- 
to those who are studying it, as Philip the Evan- 


gelist interpreted the prophecy of Isaiah to the Ethio- 
pian officer, and as Paul and other apostles interpreted 
the ancient Scriptures to the Jews whom they reached 
in their teaching of Jesus of Nazareth. He must be 
there to impress the truth of the Scriptures by his own 
character and life, as every minister of the gospel and 
every missionary must, of course, seek earnestly to 
do. For after all, brethren, it is a priestly office which 
belongs to the minister and to the missionary. That 
is, it is not merely the office of a teacher, but it is the 
office of radiating divine influence from his own spirit, 
through the grace of God helping him, upon those 
whom he instructs; and the minister here, or the 
missionary there, is to perform this office, which is 
supplementary to the office of the Scripture itself. 

Then the man must be there in order to be able to 
vary his personal instruction, according to the model 
of the Scripture, as addressed to the different classes 
in his assembly, or according to the different assem- 
blies successively met by him; and to infuse into his 
utterance a vital force from the Scripture which he 
cannot find anywhere else, and which is immensely 
powerful over men. He is not there to preach econ- 
omy; he is not there to set forth general rules of life 
or commerce ; but he is there to teach the truth which 
lies involved in that one verse, ‘‘God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” And the minister must be there, or 
the missionary, to get the spirit of the Scripture into 
his own heart and mind, and upon his own life, and 
then to teach as no man could teach otherwise. 

But the book must be there too ; and, as Dr. Abeel 
said, it is the best missionary that has ever been sent 
out. It must be there in order to give the material of 
instruction to the missicnary himself, with the con- 
stant inspiration to his teaching and to his life; it 
must be there to outstay the missionary, and to be on 
the missionary field in his absence, where it may be 
consulted, and may speak with authority; to outlive 


“the missionary indeed, and to become the solid basis 


of the great structure of Christian civilization, or 
rather the fruitful seed-field, full of vitality and power, 
out of which is to rise the magnificent growth of Chris- 


tian civilization. 
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The man must be there, but the book must be there 
with him; and one of the most amazing things about 
the book is that it is the only book in the world which 
is probably capable of being transferred into all spoken 
languages, and is certainly capable of interesting in 
its contents, and by the sweep of its spirit, all tribes 
and kindreds and peoples of the earth—all persons, 
indeed, of every degree of culture, in every social posi- 
tion, and of every age. I look upon the Bible as the 
book for the world, and I see its divine authorship as 
plainly as I see the authorship of God in the stars, 
which I know no human mechanic could have built in 
his workshop and flung out into space; and when the 
critics pick away at the Bible, I say, Well, it is no great 
matter; if it gratifies them, it does not hurt me; and 
as long as all the universities in the world cannot 
combine to make another Bible that shall be so cos- 
mical in its range of appeal, and so mighty in its power 
over men and women, over mind and heart and life, 
and over the growing civilization itself to which it 
ministers, I rest assured that this is God’s book, and 
not man’s—as certain as I am that this is his globe 
under my feet, and not something which human car- 
penters have builded out of beams and slabs. 

Well, the book and the teacher must go together, 
inseparably combined to manifest God’s mind to man- 
kind. It is in that way that these two Societies—the 
American Board, which I have the honor just now to 
represent, and the American Bible Society—have been 
co-operating. 

One-fifth of the members of the convention by which 
this American Bible Society was established were 
already corporate members of the American Board. 
The movement toward the two organizations came at 
almost the same time, although this was a little later 
in its final development. But the original constitu- 
tion of the American Board provided that its object 
should be to propagate the gospel—it is not a church 
extension society, and it never has been—to propa- 
gate the gospel “ by sustaining missionaries, and by 
diffusing a knowledge of the Holy Scriptures.” 

The two things went together. And so it is that 
these two institutions came into existence at almost 
the same time. They are really like the two arms of 
the body, only neither is the left and neither is the 
right. The body is ambidextrous. They are like the 
two systems of wheels under a train, either one as 
essential as the other to the safe and rapid progress 
of the train. Here is one of the first applications of 
which I know, in the spiritual world, of the principle 
that is now applied in the physical world, of twin 
propellers, which are driving that magnificent steam- 
ship, the “City of Paris,” over the ocean to-day at 
the rate possibly of twenty knots an hour, and which 
will, very likely, bring it to port in time to break its 
own record in the past. Such twin propellers are 
these two institutions, working harmoniously and 
working together, 

You see how it is at once.. Twenty-eight or twenty- 
nine languages, I am not quite sure which, previously 
unwritten, have been reduced to written form by the 

missionaries of the American Board alone—nearly 
thirty. They have carried the Roman letter-form, 
_which they use in making articulate on the page 
“unwritten tongues, into regions which the Roman 
legionaries never would have been able to reach, of 
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which they never had dreamed in their wildest fancies 
of imperial expansion. 

I hold one example of this in my hand now, a trans- 
lation into the Sheetswa dialect—I am perfectly bold 
in pronouncing that name, “ Sheetswa,” because there 
is only one man in the room whg can correct me if I 
am wrong,and he is so kind that I know he will not—in 
South Africa, translated by a missionary of the Amer- 
ican Board, Rev. Mr. Ousley, who was himself born 
a slave, the slave of the brother of Jefferson Davis. 
He was set free by the emancipation edict of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and then determined to get an educa- 
tion and fit himself to minister in the gospel at home ~~ 
or abroad. His wife was educated, like himself, at 
Oberlin. They are exceedingly intelligent and ener- 
getic Christian people, of sound sense, of great enthu- 
siasm, and are stationed in East Africa, under the 
American Board; and it is his translation which I 
hold in my hand, just finished to-day—the translation 
of the first three Gospels, Matthew, Mark, and Luke. — 
The rest of the Scriptures is going on to be translated. 

Now where men have been given to this work of 
translating, the Bible Society has been helpful in every — 
way, in many, I think in more than half, the cases 
maintaining the missionary, wholly or in part, during — 
the period of his service in translation ; then by print- © 
ing, and then by distributing. And where he has 
been putting the Bible into a language before written, 
but into which the Bible had never been clearly or 
fully carried, they have done the same thing: as with _ 
the Arabic version, the Bulgarian, the Turkish, the 
Japanese, and the Chinese. The Bible Society has 
helped in the work of translation, helped in the work 
of printing, helped in the work of wide distribution ; 
and to-day it is giving thousands of dollars every year 
for the work of Bible distribution, on fields occupied 
by our foreign missions. 

You see at once how absolute is the harmony of the © 
two institutions, and how co-incident and conspiring 
their operations all the time are. 

Perhaps as good an illustration as any is given in 
the Bible House at Constantinople, erected by funds 
secured by this Society thirty years ago and more, 
in which are the offices of the American Board, in 
which religious services are continually held, and in 
which are Bibles, or some parts of the Scriptures, 
with other Christian books, in all the languages of 
the Turkish empire; which is the great centre of 
evangelical operation throughout that empire. 

Now I observe that in the thirty-two years pre- 
ceding 1890 there had been distributed from that 
Bible House in Constantinople, in twenty-eight differ- 
ent languages, of the whole Scriptures, or of the New. 
Testament, or of parts of the Scriptures, 1,119,000 
copies and more. They have all gone in these thirty- 
two years, from that one Bible House in Constanti- 
nople, ; 

And I observe that in the year 1889 there were 


ary work, from Constantinople more than 53,coo 
copies of the Scriptures, or parts of the Scriptu 
in Japan, more than 40,000; and in China, nearly 
quarter of a million—about 223,000, if I rememb 
aright, of copies of the Scriptures, or of parts of 
Scriptures. iN 2tp oe: 
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So we are all the while operating together. Neither 
fan spare the other; and we rejoice, in looking back 
over the eighty years of our history, to feel that we 
have had such a strong, steadfast, generous, faithful 
coadjutor in the good work as this Society has been 
to us. 

I observe that the British and Foreign Bible Society 
reported last year that they had been permitted to 
take part in translating, in printing, or in distributing 
the Scriptures, or important parts of the Scriptures, in 
nearly three hundred languages of the earth—two 
hundred and ninety-one exactly, I think; and that it 
was computed by them that within seventy-five years 
580,000,000 of the earth’s population had had the Scrip- 
tures made accessible to them, who at the beginning 
of that period were altogether without the slightest 
knowledge of the Bible or of the divine messages of 
Christ—making up more than one-half of the entire 
population of the globe as it was at the earlier period, 
outside of Christendom, and without any knowledge 
of the gospel. 

That is a wonderful record. My dear friends, and 
Mr. President, I am impressed all the time, every year 
more distinctly, I might almost say every month, with 
the swiftness with which events are marching. Here 
seventy-five years, in a time of preparation, have given 
the Scriptures to more than one-half the population of 
the world, outside of Christendom, at the beginning of 
that period! These swifter wheels, flying at the rate 
: of forty miles the hour; these swifter ships, crossing 

the ocean in five or six days; these messages by light- 

ning—they all mean something! They mean, to my 

_ Judgment, and heart, and imagination, that the time of 
preparation is rapidly passing, and the time of con- 
summation is coming; and that we, perhaps, are to 
see, at any rate, the beginning of that final glory! 

I think of the Bible, I think of the school, I think of 
the missionary. They are all working together, and 
each of them in a sense is duplex—the Bible, in both 
its Testaments ; the school, for both the sexes; the 
man and the woman, united in marriage, to make the 

' one complete missionary. 

Then I think of Isaiah’s vision of the seraphim, with 
' their six wings; with twain they covered their face, 
,and with twain they covered their feet, and’ with 
| twain they did fly! And one cried unto another, and 
: said: “Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of hosts; the 
' whole earth is full of his glory.” 

Mr. President and brethren, let us hasten—you in 
» your work, we in ours—the coming of that day when 
| the glory of the Lord shall cover and fill the earth, as 
| the waters of the sea fill the channels of the deep. 


| EXTRACTS FROM THE SEVENTY-FIFTH 
| ANNUAL REPORT OF THE AMERICAN 
| BIBLE SOCIETY. 

[ConTINUED.] 
AUXILIARY SOCIETIES, 


The work of the auxiliaries of the American Bible 
Society is twofold—the supply of their own fields with 
the Scriptures, and the collection of funds for this 
purpose and for the general work of the Parent Soci- 
ety. Some of the auxiliaries are to be commended 
or their faithfulness in both these departments of 
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work, but the great majority have been sadly neg- 
lecting their important trust. 

Only 426 auxiliaries have sent remittances for the 
benevolent work of the Society in the home and for- 
eign fields, amounting in the aggregate to $35,182 16; 
and 62 have transferred from their credit balances 
(previously acknowledged as remitted for the pur- 
chase of books) “14,049 07—making a total of $49,- 
231 23. To these generous auxiliaries the Board 
return their most sincere thanks. 

The foreign work of the Society has assumed such 
proportions that it calls for large annual appropria- 
tions, the curtailment of which would be a great 
injury to the work, and to the work of foreign mis- 
sions, of which it forms a part. The demands of the 
home field, notwithstanding the completion of the 
Fourth Re-supply, are becoming more and more 
imperative. Under these circumstances the Board 
of Managers has been constrained to take the fol- 
lowing action: 

“ Whereas, For years many of the auxiliaries have 
been altogether neglecting their duty as collecting 
agencies, and unremitting efforts to increase their 
activity and influence have failed, it is 


“ Resolved, That wherever the auxiliaries have 
neglected this important part of their work, and 
give no reasonable assurance that they will be more 
faithful to this trust in the future, the District Super- 
intendents be instructed to appeal to the pastors and 
churches in all such fields for contributions for the 
general work of the American Bible Society, and 
to remit all such collections directly to the Bible 
House.” 

This action does not in any degree interfere with 
the work of the active and efficient auxiliaries, nor 
change their relations to the Parent Society. The 
Managers hope, however, in view of the demands of 
the work in the home and foreign fields, that special 
efforts will be made by these auxiliaries to have col- 
lections taken in every church in their respective 
fields, so that they may have a much larger surplus 
to remit for the general work. 


WORK IN THE HOME FIELD. 


The Fourth Re-supply of the United States having 
closed with the previous fiscal year, the Board of 
Managers began to lay their plans for “The Work 
of the Future,” as outlined in last year’s Report. As 
they gave it their thorough consideration its magni- 
tude and importance grew upon them, and months 
passed away before they could lay a well-matured 
plan before the auxiliaries. The year which has just 
closed may therefore be regarded rather as a year of 
preparation than of fulfillment, although the founda- 
tions have been laid for the rapid development of 
“The Great Undertaking.” 

Circulars have been sent to all parts of the United 
States giving full details of the plan adopted by the 
Board, and have received the cordial indorsement of 
all who are interested in the Christian culture of the 
rising generation, and in many instances their hearty 
co-operation has been secured. 

In some States a Children’s Bible Day has been 
observed, for the ‘object of encouraging the children 
to procure Bibles of their own, and also to give their 
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little offerings, that children less highly favored may, 
through their liberality, receive a copy of the sacred 
book. We hope that other States will speedily adopt 
the same method of interesting the children in the 
work of the Society, and thus a generation be trained 
up who will not only take the places of those who are 
passing away but carry forward with fresh vigor the 
grand purpose for which the American Bible Society 
was organized.

2. Colportage Work. 


During the past year one hundred and twenty-six 
colporteurs have been employed, for longer or shorter 
periods. 

The salaries and expenses of the colporteurs, in- 
cluding freight on books, amounted to $23,748 72.

by them, $4,310 57, which makes the entire expendi- 
ture for this branch of the Society’s work $28,059 29, 
the results of which may be thus tabulated :

MISSIONARY AND BENEVOLENT WORK. 

ft has ever been the aim of the Managers to keep 
pace with the great missionary societies by the dis- 
semination of the Scriptures in their fields. 

At first it was only necessary to print and supply 
the Scriptures to the missionaries for distribution 
among their converts and inquirers. But it soon 
‘became apparent that the Society must establish its 
own Agencies in foreign lands and employ its own 
colporteurs, so that this important work might be 
carried on more systematically and successfully, 

The general view of operations in foreign lands 
shows the extent of this work and the marked 
success which has been achieved. Calls come from 
some of the fields for more men and larger appro- 
priations of money to enable the Agents to meet 
the growing demand for the Scriptures, Gladly 
would the Board respond to these appeals if it had 
the means. The Managers have been compelled to 
decrease rather than increase the appropriations, 
‘because the disbursements of the past year were so 
much in excess of the current receipts. 

‘Early in the year retrenchment had to be com- 
menced in the home field. As the commissions of 
colporteurs expired they were retired from the work, 
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till at the present time there are only forty-eight 
under appointment. This is to be regretted, as 
there are still many needy fields which can only be 
reached through this agency. 

In many respects, however, the work of the year 
has been encouraging, and the expenditures as 
liberal as the circumstances would pern it. 

The following is a summary of these disburse- 
ments: For colportage in this country, including the 
value of the books donated, $28,059 29; value of 
books donated to auxiliary societies, churches, in- 
dividuals, Sunday schools, missionary societies, etc., 
$29,417 21; books issued to life members and life 
directors, $9,090 04; discount on sales, $24,657 40. 

Consignments of books have been made to foreign 
Agencies of the value of $19,478 86, and funds have 
been sent to the foreign Agencies of the Society 
and the various missionary societies amounting to

GENERAL VIEW OF OPERATIONS IN FOREIGN COUN- 
TRIES. 


The early operations of the Society in China, from — 
the year 1833 onward till 1876, were conducted by 
the missionaries of the various boards to which ap- 
propriations of funds were made, year by year. — 
When the call became imperative for an Agent 
whose whole time could be given to the supervision 
of this part of the missionary work, the Rev. Luther — 
H. Gulick, M.D., was appointed, a man admirably 
fitted for this service. 

The Report last year announced that the prostra- 
tion of Dr. Gulick’s health had compelled him to— 
leave China and seek for such relief as a change of 
climate and rest might bring. A year’s delay, how-— 
ever, brought no material improvement, and under 
medical advice he concluded to tender his resignation, 
which took effect on the last of June. 

The vacancy caused by his resignation was filled — 
by the appointment of the Rev. L. N. Wheeler, D.D.,_ 
well known in China, where he had formerly labored 
as a missionary of the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Dr. Wheeler accepted 
the appointment, and reached his post at Shanghai, 
where he was very much needed, about the ist of- 
October. } 

Mr. Whipple returned to his work in Persia in the 
early autumn, with his health greatly improved by a 
change of climate. 

The vacancy in Venezuela, occasioned by the death 
of the late Dr, Patterson, has been filled by the ap- 
pointment of the Rev. Joseph Norwood, lately of San 
Luis Potosi, Mexico. He sailed from New York for > 
La Guayra on the 29th of April. ia 

The new plans for the administration of Bible work 
in Japan went into operation on the ist of July, and 
since that date Mr. Loomis has acted under the imme- 
diate direction of the ‘‘ Bible Societies’ Committee,” 
in which the three Bible societies of America and 
Great Britain are represented by their agents and by 
nine missionaries specially designated for that pu 
pose. Associated with Mr. Loomis, as seprese 
tives nominated by the American Bible Societ 
Dr. Imbrie, Dr. Amerman, Mr. Woodman, Mr. 
and Dr. D. C. Greene. - ; 
One of the most notable events of the year is 
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long-continued imprisonment in Callao, Peru, of the 
Society’s Agent, the Rev. Francis Penzotti, who, under 
the supervision of Mr. Milne, has charge of the circu- 
lation of the Scriptures along the western coast of 
‘South America. By order of the Supreme Court he 
‘was restored to liberty on the rst of April, as the 
readers of the Record have been made aware. 

Mr. Penzotti had the assistance of able counsel in 
his defense, and much interest was manifested in his 
‘case by the State Department in Washington and by 
iMr. Hicks, the United States Minister at Lima. 

As usual in countries where the Society has no 
:Agents, it has been prompt to respond to appeals 
‘coming directly from missionaries and societies labor- 
ling in foreign lands, and through these combined 
‘agencies there have been reported as circulated dur- 
ling the year in other countries than our own 524,096 
yvolumes of the Holy Scriptures. 

Mr. George H. Prince, of St. Petersburg, has very 
kindly continued to take the oversight of the expend- 
iitures made inthe Baltic provinces and in the more 
1remote parts of the Russian empire.

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CONCLUSION. 

In concluding this Report the Managers cannot 
better express their sense of the transcendent worth 
of the Holy Scriptures, and, as a consequence, of the 
supreme importance of the work committed to their 
oversight, than by repeating the eloquent words first 
uttered twenty-five years ago, on the occasion of the 
fiftieth anniversaty of the Society, by the Hon. Robert 
C. Winthrop, now its senior Vice-President: 

“Personally or politically, whether as States and 
nations or as individual men and women, we can do 
without anything and without everything better than 
without the Bible. We could spare Homer from 
ancient literature; we could spare Shakespeare, and 
Milton too, from modern literature, and there would 
still be something—-there would still be much lef. 
But what an eclipse would be experienced, what an 
aching void would be felt, were there no Sermon on 
the Mount, no Gospel of St. John, no Psalms of David, 
no Prophecy of Isaiah, no Epistle to the Corinthians! 
Where would this world of ours have found itself by 
this time, had those divine and matchless voices 
never been vouchsafed to us? Into what lower deeps, 
beyond the lowest depths which have ever yet been 
imagined, of superstition and sensuality, of vice and 
villainy and barbarism, would it have been plunged! 
How should we have realized in such a case the full 
import of that agony which one of the old prophets 
intended to portray in those memorable words : ‘ Be- 
hold, the days come that I will send a famine in the 
land, not a famine of bread, nor a thirst for water, but 
of hearing the words of the Lord: And they shall 
wander from sea to sea, and: from the north even to 
the east, they shall run to and fro to seek the word of 
the Lord, and shall not find it!’ God, in his mercy, 
spare our own land from such a famine as that! Bet- 
ter were it for us to endure war, or pestilence, or any 
other variety of famine, than a famine of the word of 
the Lord.”’

LETTER FROM THE CENTRAL 
TURKEY MISSION. 
ADANA, TURKEY, April 7, 1891. 
To the Secretaries of the American Bible Society: 


Central Turkey Mission is now in the midst of its 
annual meeting. Twenty Americans have come to- 
gether. The native delegates, consisting of pastors, 


evangelists, and teachers (between fifty and sixty), 


have assembled from all directions, some coming a 
distance of nine days’ journey. Those of us who are 
isolated, who are new in the work and have not con-_ 
quered the language, appreciate this gathering in 
To us, and we believe to all, it 
is a time of refreshing from the Lord. 

The past year has been one of steady and increas- 
ing work. The colporteurs bring in many encour- 
aging facts connected with their labors. The Adana 
colporteur has been engaged in this work five and a 
half years. This year not as many Bibles were sold — 
as in the years previous. This is accounted for in 
part by the increasing poverty of the people, and in 
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part because the government does not let the colpor- 
teur travel as freely as heretofore. The Bibles sold 
were in Arabo-Turkish, Armeno-Turkish, Greek, 
Greco-Turkish, French, Latin, Syriac, Persian, Span- 
ish, Hebrew, and Bulgarian. 

Last year this colporteur went to Marash to attend 
a conference, and had a passport as colporteur. The 
government officials asked him where his books were. 
He showed them, and they looked them over and 
carried off all which were not sealed by the govern- 
ment. He was then summoned before the officers, 
who found that the colporteur was staying with the 
bookseller of Marash. An officer was sent to the 
bookstore, and the books were taken and the door 
sealed up. The colporteur was kept in close confine- 
ment three days, and was then bailed out ; but it took 
twenty-five days to get permission to leave. He 
freely talked with the officers while in prison. They 
asked him for a Bible, and he saw them reading the 
word of God. As he departed the officers requested 
him to send them word of his safe arrival at home. 

Last year a young man was sent to a little village 
up among the mountains, to tell the people of the 
loving Saviour. Persecution began, and the people 
came to his living-place, threw his goods into the 
street, put him on horseback, and sent him out of the 
village. This year the missionaries decided that it 
was not wise to send another man to that place; but 
a young man, full of courage, who was preaching in 
a village not far away, determined to go there fora 
few days. The first evening, while he was speaking 
of the Saviour who died that we might live, a mob 
gathered to break up the meeting. Two policemen 
entered the room, and one stepped up to the side of 
the preacher and ordered the crowd to be silent and 
listen to what the preacher had to say, adding, “If 
you don’t keep quiet I will make you.” Turning to 
the young man he told him to continue, saying, “I 
will protect you.” After the discourse was finished 
the Moslem policeman spoke to the crowd. “ All 
that you have heard,” said he, “is true, and you live 
up to it. I read the Bible; I love it, and it helps me.” 
Then, to convince them of the truth of his statement, 
he repeated, word for word, the fourteenth chapter of 
Ezekiel. This was a great surprise, for Moslem po- 
licemen are usually not only ignorant but also wicked 
and unprincipled. 

Another interesting fact: One of our colporteurs 
went into a village where a great deal of trouble was 
brewing. The Armenians were zealously guarding 
against all advances of the Protestants. The colpor- 
teur started out in the morning to sell his books and 
met the Armenian priest. He greeted the priest 
pleasantly and said he had come to put good books 
into the hands of his people. The priest growlingly 
replied that the people knew quite enough already. 
The colporteur went on his way, and at night, return- 
ing to his stopping-place, found the priest with two 
other men. They seemed bent on getting up a quar- 
tel. The colporteur took up a Bible and began to 

tread, They were silenced. Just before going away 
the priest asked for a Bible, saying, “I will not only 
read it, but will also teach it to my people.” 

These are a few of the instances showing how the 
word is being put into the hands of the people. The 


Bible is, as it always has been, one of the most impor- 
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tant agents in the field, and one upon which we rely 
for very important aid in the future. We do indeed 
thank you for assistance rendered in this work of the 
Master, and our prayer is that the time may be has- 
tened when “all the earth shall be filled with the 
glory of the Lord.” :

From various sources there come to me indications 
of a growing interest in Bible study. Among the older 
converts and in mission schools there is more and 
more evident desire to understand the word. This I 
take to be a very hopeful sign of the times in this Far 
East. : 

A Presbyterian missionary sends me the following 
particulars of a promising movement in his field. He 
says: 

ae wish to express the hearty thanks of the Presby- 
terian Mission at Chefoo for the Scriptures supplied 
to us by the American Bible Society. They are daily 
read and studied in all our schools, in which there are 
more than 600 pupils. During the winter months, 
when the farmers and many of our members have 
leisure, classes are organized for the special study of 
the Scriptures. Last year there were three such 
classes, at different points ; and more than Ioo persons, 
varying in age from eighteen to seventy years, spent 
from one to three months in constant study under 
trained teachers. At one centre we had a night 
school where about thirty met every evening for 
nearly three hours for study. A number of persons 
who were quite illiterate when they first became inter- 
ested in the truth are now able to read the Bible in 
Mandarin. This school was held in a deep cave, as 
the people could not afford to heat the schoolhouse 
above ground. One blind man had memorized more 
than half of the New Testament and portions of the 
Old by hearing it read again and again, verse by verse. 
One man of seventy, since he became a Christian, two 
years ago, has memorized Matthew, Romans, I. Corin- 
thians, James, and Proverbs. He says that the more ~ 
he studies the Scriptures and meditates upon them, 
the greater his peace andjoy.” — 


PERSIA. 

Writing from Tabreez in April, Mr. Whipple says: _ 
“The Moslems have just finished their New-Year — 
season of calling and receiving calls, and to-day they 
begin their long fast, which lasts a month. From 
feasting to fasting is but a step. : : ae 
“T have sent off on a three-months’ journey two of — 
my new colporteurs, on their first tour, who take wii 
them a good supply of Scriptures. They canva 
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‘in the city very well, and I hope they will be no less 
‘successful on this journey. 

“T have also completed arrangements with a former 
scolporteur, who is travelling at his own charges, to 
itake a stock of our Scriptures and sell on commission. 
‘This is an experiment, but I think that he will do 
‘fairly well. There are two places in the bazaars 
iwhere we have Scriptures on sale in the stores of 
sArmenians, and the allowance of a commission to 
ithem works satisfactorily thus far. This is the most 
economical way of distribution which I have yet 
‘found, and another advantage is that we get the Arme- 
inians interested in the sale of the Scriptures to their 
cown nation, The Armenian archbishop is as hostile 
(to us as ever, and so long as he remains we cannot 
éexpect very large sales among his people. The old 
echurch is almost dead, and manifests its life more in 
ywaging war against Protestants and their work than 
iin any other way. The Armenians here, and else- 
ywhere in Persia, are strong, wealthy, and proud; and 
iif they were only converted, and would serve the Lord 
ywith all their heart, they would be an immense power 
{for good throughout the land. They have many good 
(characteristics.”’ 


PERU. 


_ While the release of Mr. Penzotti from custody is an 
saccomplished fact in which we rejoice for his sake, it 
i1must be noticed that the ecclesiastical authorities of 
| Peru still claim that for any one to conduct public 
)worship according to the Protestant methods is an 
( offense against the laws of the land, worthy of severe 
} punishment. . The courts which acquitted Mr. Penzotti 
« simply decided that he had not violated the law in the 
manner charged by his persecutors, but gave no expo- 
sition of the law itself to exempt him from renewed 
persecution if he should hold a prayer-meeting in a 
hired hall to which no one is admitted wichout a ticket. 
The Peruvians have yet something to learn about the 
first principles of civil and religious liberty. 

£il Peru [llustrado, an illustrated newspaper printed 
jin Lima, publishes on opposite pages a portrait of 
Senor Penzotti and one of Monsenor Jose Macchi, dean 
of the diplomatic corps resident in Lima, and apostolic 
delegate, remarking in respect to the former that his 
acquittal has excited a strong desire’on the part of 
both advocates and opponents of liberal views to 
know more about this victim of intolerance. After 
giving a brief statement of the case, it says: ‘‘'Two 
\days ago he called at our office, and we were able to 
appreciate for ourselves the magnanimity which char- 
jacterizes him. Not a single word of reproach fell 
\from his lips, nor a solitary complaint against his per- 
‘secutors.”

‘THE OUTLOOK IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


| BY REV. THOMAS B. WOOD, D.D., OF BUENOS AYRES. 


The occupancy of all the American continent by the 
American Bible Society, leading to occupancy by the 
ichurches it represents, seems approaching consumma- 
tion. The methods for accomplishing this have been 
providentially developed and made clear in the last 
twenty-seven years. The difficulties likely to arise 
1ereafter cannot be greater than those already over- 
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come, The favoring influences are multiplying and 
strengthening. ‘The way seems open to go up and 
possess the whole land. 

What is now most to be feared is the lack of funds 
for pushing the advance by the Bible Society, and lack 
of promptness in following up that advance by the 
churches. 

The special mission now looming up before the 
American churches, as all their own, is the evangeli- 
zation of all America. European bodies are not 
pushing into these fields as into those of their own 
hemisphere. The New World seems reserved as the 
patrimony of American evangelism. And what a pat- 
rimony! Americans do well to co-operate with their 
European brethren in sending Bibles and missionaries 
to the Old World, but it belongs to them to devote 
their energies, as they have never yet done, to their 
own continent, now awaiting the gospel from them 
as from no others. 

The heaviest part of the pioneering of this mighty 
work is being borne by the American Bible Society, 
and demands for it the strongest possible sympathy 
and co-operation. 

The grandest field now open for American evangel- 
istic effort is unevangelized America. Stretching from 
northwestern Mexico to Cape Horn and Saint Roque, 
it embraces nearly a quadrant of latitude and almost 
as much of longitude. No other territory of such 
extent exists with so little diversity of language, his- 
torical relations, and moral tendencies—none with 
peoples that feel themselves all so much akin, and 
especially so related to the United States, as their elder 
sister, whom they must imitate in every possible way— 
none where moral movements can have so vast a 
sweep. Of all the grand divisions of the globe it is 
the most sparsely populated, and consequently the 
easiest to pre-empt on a grand scale for a new Chris- 
tian civilization. At the same time it is the largest of 
all sparsely inhabited bodies of land, and hence is the 
grandest field that the world affords for that new 
civilization. 

The American Bible Society is moving to pre-empt 
this field for the gospel on a scale commensurate with 
its vast extent and its vast importance, and needs 
support and co-operation commensurate with such an 
undertaking. 

No other territory of equal extent shows such prom- 
ising features; no other has a population so largely 
European in race and so thoroughly American in aspi- 
rations; no other has a range of climate so inviting to 
settlers from all parts of Europe; no other is attract- 
ing a mighty immigration from that hive of the highest 
types of mankind such as is now moving toward the 
unevangelized parts of America, destined to inundate 
the continent throughout its extent. The new life of 
the new race that is springing up all over the conti- 
nent needs to be regenerated by the gospel now, while _ 
it is young and plastic. — 

Of all new countries, except the United States, Latin 
America is the freest from the domination of old coun- 
tries, the readiest for the results that Christianity is to. 
develop in the future, the surest to follow the ideals 
that the United States is pushing after—ideals of 
human welfare that God has made possible in the 
New World as nowhere else. Yet the history of the 
Latin-American republics thus far shows the most 
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colossal illustration that the world can furnish of the 
tendency to degenerate inherent in all mankind, even 
the highest types, and proves the impossibility of real- 
izing the American ideals without the gospel, even 
with the very best elements the world can furnish. 
The United States has aided these countries in every 
way except by evangelizing them, has given them the 
best she had of everything except the gospel. The re- 
sult is a total and universal failure to lift them to her 
moral level. The duty of the great republic now is to 
give to this family of younger and lesser nations the 
one thing needful. They have all received from her 
eagerly whatever she has thus far given them—consti- 
tutions, laws, school systems, sewing-machines, reap- 
ing-machines, railways, telegraphs, telephones, and 
electric lights; but they still lack the moral and spir- 
itual light that makes her condition differ from theirs 
as day differs from night. 

To give them this light the Bible Society is pressing 
the gospel into these lands, despite priestcraft, sword- 
craft, anarchy, misrule, corruption, financial] chaos, in- 
tolerance, persecution, outrageous injustice—in a word, 
whatever can be brought against it by human deprav- 
ity and diabolical ingenuity. In these efforts the Bible 
. Society deserves the utmost sympathy, support, and 
co-operation. 

The present writer is a missionary of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and feels especially the need of 
appealing to his brethren of that church. While she 
is raising her millions for missions she ought not to 
forget her duty to the Bible Society. Her South 
America missions are reaping all the results of at 
least one hundred and sixty thousand dollars’ worth 
of work already done at the expense of the Bible 
Society, with the amount increasing yearly and putting 
her under ever-increasing obligations. And how is 
she meeting these obligations? During the last dec- 
ade she has about doubled her gifts to missions, while 
her gifts to the Bible Society have fallen behind! 
This must be owing to lack of knowledge of what the 
Bible Society is doing, and of its vital importance to 
every department of mission work. Oh fora telephone 
to the ear and heart of every Methodist in America, 
through which he might hear and feel from afar the 
facts that no written statements can adequately por- 
tray, and discern in them the double call of duty to 
support the Bible work as well as other forms of mis- 
sionary activity ! 

But other churches also should awake to this double 
call. The collections for the Bible Society show a 
general want of appreciation of what it is doing, and if 
its opening possibilities were fully understood they 
would stir the American churches to multiply their 
liberality in its support manyfold. These possibilities 
are just now assuming proportions of imposing grand- 
eur as the Pan-American movements are taking form 
on many lines, awaking the peoples of the New 
World to a consciousness of their common destiny. 
International railway schemes, international banking 
schemes, with new relations in political and commer- 
cial spheres, are signs of the times, showing that the 
day is at hand when the common interests of all 
America must be developed as never heretofore. 

Chief among the Pan-American interests stands the 
work af evangelizing the hemisphere. First and 
noblest among the Pan-American institutions is the 
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Bible Society. Oh that the churches would awake at 
once to their high calling in this.enterprise, and press 
forward to the full measure of their duty and their 
opportunity to reform the continent and spread Scrip- 
tural holiness over all these lands! God haste the

VENEZUELA. 


NORWOOD. 
CARACAS, May 15, 1891. 

I have the pleasure of writing you to-day my first 
letter from Venezuela, my new field of labor. We 
reached Curacao, a beautiful city of 26,000 inhabitants, 
the capital of the Dutch island of the same name, 
early in the morning of the 6th instant. I proceeded 
at once to look up Messrs. Jones and Borchert, and 
also the Rev. Jean Tydeman. They received me 
kindly as the Agent of the Society. and gave me the 
names of others who were likely to take an interest 
in our work. I visited some of them and feel en- 
couraged as to the prospect of doing some good work 
there. The population consists of about 3,500 Holland 
Dutch, who form the controlling element, 1,000 Jews, 
and 1,000 Spaniards, and about 20,500 Negres and 
mongrels who have an idiom of their own which is 
called Papimiento,a mixture of Dutch, English, and 
Spanish. Many of these people speak no other lan- 
guage, and this forms an almost insurmountable 
barrier to all efforts to give them the light of the 
gospel. I believe that a missionary from any of the 
colored churches who would go there and learn the 
language would have aid and protection from the 
government and would meet with large success. 

At Puerto Cabello, where we halted for a few hours 
on the morning of the Sth, I found a box of books in 
rather bad condition, in the hands of Sr. Maldonado. 
I hope to visit this place again soon. 

We arrived at Caracas on the oth, and are saree 
to find the climate so much warmer than we had 
expected. We find it almost impossible to rent a 
house or to get economical board in the city. The ~ 
hotels and boarding houses are full and everything 
is dear. I will write again by the next mail.

EXPERIENCE OF A BIBLE COLPORTEUR IN 
MEXICO. 

CULIACEN, Marek 29, 1891. 
On the 27th of this month, while in the house of © 
Dr. G. Gutierrez, a gentleman of this place, a man by 
the name of Hilario Manzano entered the house, and ~ - 
after scuffling with the son. of my host and otherwise _ 
insulting the men, he came and tried to provoke a — 
quarrel with me, but failed, because the son would — 
not let him come close enough. Then he grabbed a 
shoe-knife and again the son came and seized his 4 
hand and took it from him and told him to leave. — 

The intention of the drunken man was to murder me, 
as it was Good Friday; and yesterday, the 28th, in 
front of the store of Lucano de la Vega I was burned ’ 
in effigy, without interference of the police to prevent 
it. This is the second time they have tried to take- 
my life and burned me in effigy, besides throwing 
stones at me and any amount of insulting talk. It. 


- more. 
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seems as if they were bent on killing me, or driving 
me from the town; but I don’t propose to go ‘until I 
am quite ready, do what they may. I have telegraphed 
to the American Consul in Mazatlan and will write to 
him. People are taking sides now, and it is just as 
well to make a test case of it, for if I leave this place 
work in this State is doomed, at least in this part of 
it. They say they have driven Bissell away and will 
drive me away. Do not think I will run, for I wont. 

I will probably be here another month, unless you 
advise going away to some other point. Of course I 
will branch out to ranches and small towns in the 
district.

CUBA. 


Mr. McKim sends some notes from his field. He 
says: 

“When I was at Puentes Grandes, three years ago, 
it was a spiritual desert ; but now it has a flourishing 
Baptist church, whose pastor, Mr. O’Halaran, did all 
he could to help on your work, saying that your 
Agents are the sowers who first go forth to sow, while 
they who come afterward gather in the sheaves. 
From Puerto Principe, Holguin, Santo Domingo, and 
other places, my correspondents always ask when a 
‘pastor’ is coming to work with them. In many places 
the harvest seems ripe for the sickle, and Cuba’s posi- 
tion suggests that the harvesters should come from 
the United States; and the question now is, Will they 
come ?—can they come? 

“T find that Guanajay is a large town, with about 
eight thousand inhabitants in the city and as many 
more in the immediate neighborhood. I have hada 
week of success{ul labor here, with a prospect of many 
There are a number of Liberals here, nearly 
ail of whom are in favor of our work. One man, fifty 
years of age, who called on me, said : ‘I ama teacher 
in both the day school and the night school. I know 
that I shall not be allowed to introduce the Bible 
there, but I shall try to take its spirit. The night 
school is my own.’”

EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ALABAMA AND FLoripa.— During the month of 
April we have reports from thirty-five Sunday schools 
on the Sunday school supply movement inaugurated 
by the American Bible Society in the last few months, 


_ which makes 140 schools thus far heard from. This 


work has already done more in my district to awaken 
interest in the general work of the American Bible 
Society than anything we have done since our connec- 
tion with the Society as District Superintendent. 

At one point, where the auxiliary had not sold one 
single copy of the Scriptures, not even a five-cent 
Testament, the pastor of one of the churches wrote 
me, two weeks after he commenced putting the Bible 
in the hands of his Sunday school scholars, that there 
was more inquiry in the town about Bibles, and where 


_ they could be had, than he had heard in years.

schools themselves. In the first place, they are able 
to do the work; and, somehow, children work more 
cheerfully for children than for any other class. 


ARKANSAS.—The work of the new year has opened 
auspiciously. The anniversar‘es of the Beebe, Jack- 
son County, and Jefferson County auxiliaries have 
been held during this month. The ministers and 
people manifested great interest in these meetings. 
The collections at all points visited have been good, 
considering the extreme pressure in money matters. 

I have visited four religious assemblies of the Pres- 
byterian and Cumberland Presbyterian Churches and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. All] of these 
bodies passed strong resolutions commending to their 
people the work of the American Bible Society. Spe- 
cial interest was manifested in the effort to place a 
Bible in the hands of every child who can read. Some 
of these assemblies fixed a specified day as Children’s 
Bible Day; others referred the matter to the individ- 
ual churches. 

The attendance of the people upon all our meetings 
has been very large. The outlook for the future is 
hopeful. 


CALIFORNIA AND NevapA.—During the month of 
April I visited Stockton, Lodi, Sacramento, Tulare, 
Los Angeles, the Los Angeles Presbytery at Pomona, 
and Bakersfield. I delivered twelve sermons and 
addresses to church congregations and Sunday 
schools, and everywhere the supply of Sunday school 
children with the Bible is approved. 


ILLino1s.—The auxiliaries reporting for April are 
Brown, Clinton, Menard, Morgan, Ogle, Rock Island, 
and Shelby Counties. Some of these auxiliaries are 
among our most active and liberal ones in Northern 
and Central Illinois. 

Rock Island County Society held one of its suc- 
cessful and enthusiastic anniversaries in the new and 
beautiful Methodist Episcopal Church of that city 
Sabbath evening, April 12th. There was a large 
attendance, and Prof. Weidner, of the Augustana Col- 
lege, gave one of his able and instructive addresses. 
The reports were good, and a new impulse was given 
to the cause. This county is the seat of the large and 
flourishing college and seminary of the Swedish Lu- 
theran Church of the Northwest, and is consequently 
an important centre of Bible distribution, and is des- 
tined to be more so in the future. 

Ogle County auxiliary held its forty-sixth anniver- 
sary in the Lutheran Church at Mount Morris, April 
3oth, afternoon and evening. Excellent addresses 
were delivered by Rev. Mr. Clark, pastor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church of Polo, and the Rev. William 
Caton, pastor of the Evangelical Association Church 
of Forreston. > 

The reports for the year by the veteran county 
agent, Rev. Caleb Foster, who has completed his 
twenty years of service in the county, were very good, 
and the work is in excellent condition, A dona- 
tion of one hundred dollars was made to the Parent 
Society. ; 
~ Morgan County Bible Society held its fifty-second 
anniversary in Grace Methodist Episcopal and Cen- 
tenary Methodist Episcopal Churches, in Jacksonville, 
on Sabbath evening, May 3d. Both meetings were 
largely attended, and were of special interest. 
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There is no falling off in interest in the Morgan 
County Bible Society. A donation of $300 was made 
to the Parent Society. 


INDIANA — The year opens encouragingly. The 
prospect of an abundant harvest is beginning to be 
felt in our work. -For three years, in most parts of 
this State, crops of all kinds have been far below the 
average, and as a result collections have been com- 
paratively meagre and sales light. The auxiliaries 
reporting indicate an improvement, which we hope 
will continue to increase during the year. 


Iowa.—It was my privilege during the month to 
attend the Des Moines Conference of the Evangeli- 
cal Association, also the Keokuk Presbytery of the 
United Presbyterian Church. I was very kindly 
received, and invited to address; both bodies on 
the Bible cause, in which they seemed much 
interested. 

Talso held “Childrén’s Bible Day” at Sevastopol, 
Stuart, Dexter, and Nevada, which we all enjoyed very 
much. 

This month we had interesting Bible Society meet- 
ings at Dexter and Nevada, where none had been held 
for years. A new interest was awakened, good col- 
lections taken, and at Nevada $30 donated to the 
American Bible Society, to constitute their faithful 
depositary a life member. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—The first Sunday in 
April was spent with the Grayson County Bible Soci- 
ety, Ky. The remaining Sabbaths were spent in 
Tennessee—the second and third in East Tennessee, 
with appointments during the intervening week, and 
the fourth in Dyer County, West Tennessee. The 
Sunday school supply was brought before five auxili- 
aries, at their anniversaries, and before the officers of 
four additional auxiliaries. 

The auxiliaries are taking hold of this work with 
interest, having approved of the work and pledged 
themselves to its introduction. The review of the 
month’s work is encouraging. 


LOUISIANA AND Mississippi.—The first Sunday in 
April was spent in Greensburgh and Tangipahoa, 
holding a meeting at each place in the interest of 
the Bible cause. These meetings were very satis- 
factory. 

The second Sunday was spent in Byram and Crys- 
tal Springs, holding a meeting in the interest of 
the Bible cause at the former in the morning and 
attending and addressing the annual meeting of 
the Crystal Springs Brble Society at night. The 
morning meeting was very satisfactory, and that of 
the evening, which was held in the Presbyterian 
Church and in which all the Protestant congregations 
in the community took part, was very interesting 
indeed. 

The fourth ede was spent in Greenville, where 
I held a meeting in the interest of the Bible cause in 
the Methodist Church at night. This meeting was 
composed of Methodists, Presbyterians, and Baptists, 
and was exceedingly satisfactory under the circum- 
stances. The town was being threatened by the Mis- 
sissippi River, and yet the congregation was large and 
the collection very good. 

In addition to the above I visited three ecclesiasti- 
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cal meetings, viz., the Mississippi Presbytery, the 
Grenada District Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and the State Sunday School 
Convention of Mississippi. At each of these meetings 
proper appreciation was expressed for the work of 
the American Bible Society. 


MICHIGAN AND WISCONSIN.—Thé colporteurs dur- 
ing the month have met with success in their work, 
notwithstanding the bad condition of the roads. 

Tne Sunday school supply has been pushed with 
some degree of satisfaction. Large demands are 
made upon the American Bible Society to place the 
Scriptures in the hands of the children of the Sunday 
schools upon the frontier. 

The Wisconsin Conference of the Evangelical Asso- 
ciation Church received your Superintendent with the 
utmost courtesy, and heartily indorsed the Bible 
Society and pledged co-operation. The collections of 
this Conference were more than four times those of 
the previous year. 


MINNESOTA AND NoRTH AND SouTH DAKOTA.— 
On the first Sunday morning in April I preached in 
the Presbyterian Church of Jordan, in the afternoon 
rode eight miles and addressed a meeting in the 
Presbyterian Church at Belle Plaine, and in the even- 
ing addressed the annual meeting of the Jordan 
Branch Bible Society held in the Presbyterian Church 
of Jordan. This was an interesting meeting. 

I preached on the third Sunday morning in the 
Presbyterian Church of Fergus Falls, and in the 
evening the annual meeting of the Otter Tail County 
Bible Society was held simultaneously in the United 
Norwegian, Lutheran, and Methodist Episcopal 
Churches, the resident pastors and your District 
Superintendent taking part in the services. 

On the last Sunday afternoon I attended and ad- 
dressed the annual meeting of the Clay County Bible 
Society, held in the Methodist Episcopal Chuich of 
Moorhead; and in the evening addressed the annual 
meeting of the Cass County Bible Society, held in the 
Baptist Church of Fargo. 


NEBRASKA, COLORADO, AND WYOMING.— During the 
month of April J have visited nine auxiliary societies, 
organized one Bible committee, attended four ecclesi- 
astical meetings, and delivered sixteen addresses for 
the Bible cause. On the first Sunday I was with the 
Holt County Bible Society. It was my first visit to 
this young auxiliary. We had union meetings both 
morning and evening. I preached in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in the morning, and in the Presby- 
terian Church in the evening. We had a good day. 
Although the country is new and the people not rich, 
they made a fair contribution to the cause. 


NEw JERSEY AND DELAWARE.—April rst, the open- 
ing day of my second year as your Superiatendent, 
found me at the session of the Delaware Methodist 
Episcopal Conference, in Cambridge, Md. Bishop 
Mallalieu, who presided, manifested a very great in- 
terest in the American Bible Society and gave me 
ample opportunity to present the cause. In the an- 
nual reports I observed that almost every church had 
made a contribution, and I think the aggregate reports 
will show an increase for the Bible cause. At the 2 
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_ request of the officers, I addressed the Delaware State 


| two Methodist Episcopal Churches. 


Sabbath School Association at Milford, Del.,.in the 
interest of our plan for supplying Sabbath school 
scholars with the Bible. 

April roth was spent at Drakestown and Flanders, 
N. J., preaching in the Presbyterian Church and the 
The congrega- 
tions were large and the contributions about three 
hundred per cent. in advance of the former year. 

I addressed the Ministerial Alliance of the city of 
Paterson on Wednesday, April 29th, and I am glad to 
say that a committee was appointed to call a meeting 
of all the churches of the county for the purpose of 
forming a county auxiliary Bible society, and I think 
this will be done soon. Then every county in my field 
will have a Bible society. 

This brief glance will indicate that the month has 
been full of work, in the accomplishment of which I 
have travelled 1,162 miles. I am pleased to report 
that in most of the localities visited the outlook is 
encouraging. 


New Yorx.—Your Superintendent visited, during 
the month of April, three Conferences of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, viz., Wyoming, Northern New 
York, and Troy, and was very cordially received by 
these bodies and invited to address them. Resolu- 
tions were adopted heartily commencing the Ameri- 
can Bible Society to the increased liberality of the 
various churches. 

Visits were made also to Greenwich, Cambridge, 
and Middleburgh, and at each of these places ad- 
dresses were delivered. 


OREGON, WASHINGTON, IDAHO, MONTANA, AND 
Urau.—During the first part of April I visited the 
auxiliary societies centering respectively at Tacoma 
and Seattle, to assist the managers in arranging the 
work for the year in their respective ficlds. I also 
spent several days in preparing circulars and arrang- 
ing plans for the work in Portland. Rev. T. B. Good- 
pasture, who has been employed by the Oregon Bible 
Society in Portland, has already commenced the can- 
vass of the city. 

Sabbath, the roth, I devoted to the work in La 
Grande, Oregon. I occupied the pulpit of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the morning. In the evening the 
annual meeting of the Union County Bible Society 
was held at the Methodist Episcopal Church. Ad- 
dresses were made at the evening meeting by 
Rev. W. T. Koontz and your District Superin- 
tendent. Both the attendance and interest sere 
good. 

Sabbath, the 26th, was spent pleasantly and, I trust, 
profitably in Salt Lake City, Utah. By my invitation 

Bishop J. W. Hott, of California, spent the 26th in 

Salt Lake City. The bishop preached at the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church in the morning, to 
the great delight and comfort of the congregation. 
After the sermon $33 70 were secured to the Bible 
cause. 

In the evening Bishop Hott preached a very inter- 
esting sermon at the First Presbyterian Church. At 
the close of the sermon the annual collection for the 

- Bible cause was taken. 

Thus far the woik in Utah seems to open very 

encouragingly.

THE NEGLECTED BIBLE. 
A TRUE INCIDENT. 

A year or two ago a young man caught the “Go 
West, young man”? fever, and determined to go to the 
‘Great West’’ and “‘ grow up with the country.” His 
preparations were about completed when his good 
Christian mother came to him, and, handing him a 
copy of the word of God, said: ‘“‘My son, here is a 
Bible. Let it be your constant companion, and in the 
hour of your greatest need search therein, for between 
its covers you will find that which will meet your 
want.” With a shrug of his shoulders he carelessly 
tossed the precious book into his trunk. A few days 
later he left behind him his home and his godly 
mother to seek a fortune in the mines of Colorado. 

Time passed. Failure after failure met his every 
effort, until he was glad to tramp many miles, begging 
his way into the city of Denver, where, after repeated 
attempts to find work, he accepted employment as a 
driver of a street car. He managed to keep soul and 
body together and to save enough to pay his way 
home in an emigrant car, a disappointed and disheart- 
ened man. During all this time he entirely forgot his 
mother’s advice: ‘‘My son, in your time of need 
search in your Bible for the relief you will find there.” 

He reached home a mere wreck of his former self, 
clothes in rags, and scarcely recognizable by those 
who loved him and knew him best. 

One day his mother said, ‘‘John, did you ever read 
the Bible I gave you?” “No, indeed,” he lightly 
replied; “I never had time.’’? “Where is it, John?” 
“ Oh, out West, in Leadville. I left my trunk as secu- 
rity until I could send my landlord the money I owed 
him for board, and the Bible is safe enough there with. 
my other things.” Nothing more was said, but John 
noticed his mother’s sad look as she quietly left the 
room. 

Shortly afterward John sent and redeemed his 
trunk, and it was forwarded to his city home. Weeks 
passed, and again he was asked if he had read his 
Bible, now that it was again in his possession ; but he 
answered, ‘‘No, it is still in my trunk.’’ Asking for 
the key, Mrs. A—— went to John’s room, and taking 
the Bible from beneath a pile of clothing she brought 
it down, and placing it in his hands she said, gently: 
“My dear son, if you had only heeded my words and 
opened this dear book when you needed help most, 
you would have been spared much of sorrow and hard 
toil,’’ and then left the room. 

John wondered at his mother’s remark, and me- 
chanically opened the book, when the meaning of her 
loving admonition was made plain. There, to his 
astonished gaze, he found, carefully placed here and 
there between the leaves, ten clean, crisp, new $10 bank 
noles. 

“My son, in the hour of your greatest need, search 
in this Bible for the relief which you will find there.” 
How the words came to his mind and sank into his 
inmost soul! His mother’s love—her provision 
against his want! How she feared he would neglect 
the word of God in prosperity, but hoped he would 
search the Scriptures should adversity come and the 
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fature look all dark! Thinking all this over and real- 
izing how he had acted, he bowed his head in shame 
that his mother could so clearly read his character. 
He thought of those days of privation and want when, 
like the prodigal, he would have been glad to have 
accepted the very “husks which the swine did eat.” 
Had he but read the book, if only to please his mother, 
he would have found the provision of her love placed 
where she hoped he might look for help to bear the 
trials of a disappointed life, which the word of God 
holds ready for those who seek it. 

“Search the Scriptures,” for therein is stored a 
wealth of love to meet the greatest need of every soul. 
Don’t be Johns who “ haven’t time to read the Bible.” 
You may find there the words which will provide for 
you all through the journey of life, lighten every care, 
make your pathway bright and cheerful, guiding you 
through “ green pastures and beside the still waters,” 
and bring you safe at last to the Father’s house. —

Appropriations of funds were also made, 
amounting in the aggregate to $55,575 52, including a 
grant to the Board of the Reformed Church, for its 
Arcot Mission; to the American Board, for Bible work 
in Spain ; to the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, for Bible work in Germany and 
Switzerland; to the Russian Bible Society, for colport- 
age work in Siberia; to the Evangelical Society of 
Geneva; to the Committee of Evangelization of the 
Waldensian Church; and to the Society’s La Plata, 
Venezuela, Persia, China, and Russia Agencies. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of May were 72,348 volumes; issues since April rst, 
167,540 volumes.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING GRANTS. a 


To whom grants are made. Upon suitable application, the 
Board of Managers will make grants of books, to Auxiliary — 
Societies and to other responsible parties, for sale and gratui- 
tous distribution. 

The descriptions of books granted. The Board of Managers 
grant chiefly their cheaper publications, keeping in view the 
special necessities of the various classes of persons to be ~ 
supplied. Fine and costly books cannot be given away con- — 
sistently with the benevolent ends of the Society. 

How to obtain grants. For local work, requests for dona- 
tions of books should be presented first to the Auzxiliary Soci-_ 
eties within whose fields the books are to be distributed, and ~ 
whose duty it is to furnish them, if possible. When an Aux- 
iliary is unable to do this, application should be made to this 
Society, with the endorsement of a responsible officer of the 
Auxiliary. 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general work 
from other parties, should each have the endorsement of the 
District Superintendent. 

Public institutions supported by local or State governments, and — 
public libraries, colleges, seminaries, and secular schools, do not come — 
within the range of charitable objects. ; 

The American Bible Society expects that due credit will — 
be given for its donations by those to whom its books are 
confided for distribution. :
